Dunkirk,

25.—The 
trench 
warfare in France has made two dis­ 
tinct and apparently contradictory de­ 
mands upon manufacturers of artil­ 
lery—ofle for weapons of extraordi­ 
nary range, and the other 
for 
guns 
which will drop a shell at a shorter 
range than ever heretofore used. 
The German gunmakers, who are 
developing long range guns capable 
of carrying a projectile from Calais 
to Dover, are at the same time show­ 
ing remarkable ingenuity in making 
quaint little m ortars which will toss 
missiles containing 
high 
explosives 
about as far as a fair football player 
can kick a goal. 
The “m innenwerfer” was the first 
of the short range weapons to meet 
the British troops in France, and it 
wras 
regarded 
as 
a very excellent 
weapon of its class. 
But the newer 
German inventions of similar charac­ 
ter are a hundred times more effec­ 
tive in deadliness and power. 
The so-called “rum-jar” is perhaps 
the most feared of the new German 
trench mortars. 
It is so named b> 
the British soldiers from the resem 
blance of the missile to the gallon 
stone jars in which the army rations 
of rum are carried. 
The projectile 
is slightly more than twice the size 
of the army rum jar, however. 
It is 
generally first sighted when approach­ 
ing the top of its flight. 
In descent 
it turns over and over, its size t^nd 
slowness of flight enabling the sol­ 
dier to follow its easily ever. for some 
distance. 
It is exploded either by a 
time or delayed percussion fuse, and 
is constructed of a thin 
steel 
case 
filled with tri-nitro-toluol . The dam­ 
age it causes is due entirely to its de­ 
tonating quality—it does not rely on 
metal or bullets for its effect. 
The 
explosion seems to be more instanta­ 
neous than that of any other projec­ 
tile, and there is therefore a concen­ 
trated fury to the noise of its burst­ 
ing that distinguishes it from all other 
projectiles. 
The “sausage” is another variety ol 
missile 
fired 
probably 
from 
com­ 
pressed air guns, inasmuch as the dis 
charge makes so little noise as to be 
practically inaudible. 
The “Percy** is 
a 
five-inch 
shell 
which explodes in the air with an ex 
traordinary “crack,” which 
the 
les. 
dreaded “pip-squeaks” are missiles ol 
similar kind but much smaller size. 
The so-called “whiz bang” is a bomb 
exploded by means of a time* fuse, 
but thrown by hand.

drainage from a 
oeighboring field, known to be infest­

OUR PUBLIC FORUM 


Hon. Elihu Root 
On W o m a n ’s Sp h e re 
I 
The question of Woman Suffrage is an issue before 
American people. 
Twelve states have adopted it, 
i 
four more states vote upon it this fall and it is strongly 
urged that it become a platform demand of the national 
political parties. It is therefore the privilege and the duty 
of every voter to study carefully this subject. Hon. Kfihu 
Root, in discussing this question before the constitutional 
convention of New York, recently said in part: 
“I am opposed to the granting of suffrage to women/ 
because I believe that it w'ould be a loss to women, to all 
women and to every woman; and because I believe it 
would be an injury to the state, and to every man and 
ever/ woman in the state. 
It w’ould be useless to argue 
this if the right of suffrage wrere a natural right. 
lf it were a natural right, 
then women should have it though the heavens fall. 
But if there be any one 
thing settled in the long discussion of this subject, it is that suffrage is not a 
natural right, but is simply a means of government, and the sole question to 
be discussed is whether government by the suffrage of men and women will 
be better government than by the suffrage of men alone. 
“Into my judgment, sir, there enters no element of the inferiority of i 
woman. 
It is not that woman is inferior to man, but it is that woman Is < 
different from man; that in the distribution of powers, of capacities, ot quail-i 
ties, our Maker has created man adapted to the performance of certain flint:-j 
tions in the economy of nature and society, and woman adapted to the 
performance of other functions. 
| 
“Woman rules today by the sweet, and noble influences of her character. 
Put woman into the arena of conflict and she abandons these great weapons 
which control the world, and she takes into her hands, feeble and nerveless 
for strife, weapons with which she is unfamiliar and w'hich she is unable to 
wield. 
Woman in strife becomes hard, harsh, unlovable, repulsive; as far 
removed from that gentle creature to whom w'e all owe allegiance and to 
w'hom we confess submission, as the heaven is removed from the earth. 
“The whole science of government is the science of protecting life and 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 
In the divine distribution of pow’ers,' 
the duty and the right of protection rests with the male. It is so throughout 
nature. 
It is so with men, and I, for one, will never consent to part with 
the divine right of protecting my wife, my daughter, {he women whom I love, 
and the women whom I respect, exercising the birthright of man, and 
that high duty in the weak and nerveless hands of those designed by Loa 
to be protected rather than to engage in the stern warfare of government. In 
my judgment, this whole movement arises from a false conception of the 
duty and of the right of both men and w'omrn. 
“The time will never come when the line of demarcation between th® 
functions of the two Sexes will he broken down. I believe it to be false phi­ 
losophy; I believe that it is an attempt to turn backward upon the fine or 
social development, and that if the step ever be taken, we go centuries taeK- 
ward on tho march towards a higher nobler and purer civilization. which must 
be found not in thr' confusion, but In the higher differentiation of the sexes.
